When she first entered this house shu gave 
her age as seventeen. When registering 
her name jsho said she had no one, and 
that she-was quite iree, her father and 
motber being’ dead, ‘That is what they 
nearly all say,’ added the Inspector, ‘and it 
is very rarely that it ia trae. It would be 
very unusual fur a girl, to leave a brothel 
unredeemed uolews she ran awoy, supposing 


her to bave 2 pocket mother.” His Worabip 
found that desth resulted trom upiam poi- 
eoning, the opium being self-administered.

ts defendant, his wife and amah'from the 
2ud of September tu the date of delivery 
of posseaston or judgment, The claim for 
board and Jodging has not been disputed 
by the defendant, an has-in fact paid 
the plaintiff in respect of'it up to within a 
few days ago ; aud the only question. there- 
fore, at iesue between the partion is 

'| whother tho plaintiff is entitled to eject the 
defendant from his toom in the Hung On 
Chan, The following: two: defences wore 
raised upon this point: first, that. the 
defendant had held out the Hung On Chan 
as a public boarding-house, and that, 
thereforo, he is under the same liabilities

A VOLUNTEER FLERE FOR JAPAN. 


For years pelitiotune in Japan have heen 
talkiug of the necessity of extend ng the 
navel force of the country, says the Japan 
Mait, but us yet oothing has been doue. 
Ou the contrary, the very advocates of 
the schema, the Jiyu-ta and Kaisin.to 
members, reinsed to grant certain sums of 
money inthe last session of the Diet for 
the constraction of men-of-war. Now, 
howevor, a new entorpries hag been pro- 
posed by Messra. Uyeda Sho, Tashire 
Shozo, and others, under the name of the 
Giyu-Hun{ai (Volunteer Fleet.) Its state. 
ment uf motives was published in the 
Kasi shimpo, which we tranulate ag 
follows :—~ fi 


JAPANESR VOLUNTZER FLEET, 


Japan ts nub a otore- solitary island in 
Lhe Inastern ':cean, but a great oaval nation. 
Her situation is magnificent. Enstward 
fie, actosy the Pacifio Oocan, North and 
South America ; China and Koroa stand on 
the Cosanio Islands sa the aonth. When 
the Nicame+:, “Canal and the Siberiun 
Railer,, are comploted, our country will 
occapy 2 central position, and we shal} 
hold the power of both commerce and war 
jn the Kast. Though the area of Japan is 
not more than 24,700 +i, the length of 
coast line and ite situntion are equalled 
nowhere, “In spite of these udvantages 
onr naval eqnipment is. developing very 
slowly. Though we havo somg- 27 war~ 
vescele, only ubont.20 can be ueed in time 
of war ; althougl thera are 1176 mercantile 
ateamet; i doiling-chips, only 50 of 
these steamers, and 9 sailing-ships cau eatry 
over 600 tous. In Eurapo every uation is 
euger: to require commercial, maritime, 
and colonizing powers, compotition.is keen 
amongst them, and yet no one in our 
.country enters the lists with them, 

To maintuin the independence of a coun- 
try, and extend ita national power, it is 
absolutely nocessary ‘ta augnient the naval 
forcr.. A great and ancient nation Mke 
China fcelmg this necessity has’ greatly 
enlarged her naval strength. She poss- 
asses 47 men-ol-war, thoir total tonnege 
amoutting to some 67,000. Again the 
total nomber of meu-of-war of England, 
Franco, Germany, Russia, and Amorica 
stationed in the East is 77, and thair 
aggregate tonnage ia 80,807, We cannot 
compare such immense strangth with our 
own ‘mean display, But to enlarge our 
natal force great expenditure is necossary, 
and at present, as Wa have numerous im~ 
portunt uwidertakinga in -hand, we canno$ 
devote ths national revenue entirely to 
that purpose. At tho’same time, nulesn it 
is enlarged, the existing force will not aerye 
in time of either peace or-war... Yn order to 
ipcressé the national weslth it is also 
necessary to develop and extend maritina 
enterprise. ‘The present internal eondi- 
tion of Japan ‘shows that various -indus- 
trial onterprises have been established, and 
transportation by rail and steamor his 
been considerebly augmented, yet mari- 
time enterprise is entirely left in-the hands 
of foreigners. :-The cousequence of: this js | 
tirat eusigration- bas made no progress nor 
haa the spirit of-exploration been arousad.. 
We must ‘incresss the number of war- 
veszela by which long voyager can be made 
if we wish to extend oor commercs and to 
enconrage omigration,. Much, indesd, is ove.
